TO 

Amend the Sanitary Act, 1866, so far as relates to the City 
of Dublin. 

W HEREAS under the provisions of the Sanitary Act, 1866, the 
right honourable the lord mayor, aldermen, and burgesses of 
the city of Dublin, acting by the town council of the said city, are 
the sewer authority within the said city for the purposes of the said 
6 Act and of the Sewage Utilization Act, 1865, and are also the 
nuisance authority for esecuting the Nuisance Removal Acts, as the 
same are made applicable to Ireland by the said Sanitary Act, 1865 : 
And whereas for the purpose of carrying the said Acts into effect it 
is necessary that the River LifPey should be made pm’e and the main 
10 drainage of the said city should be perfected, and that the works 
necessary for the purposes aforesaid should be executed, and that to 
defray the expenses which will bo incurred in the execution of the 
said works the Public Works Loan Commissioners, as defined by 
the Public Works Loan Act, 1853, should advance to the said town 
16 council moneys to the amount, upon the secudty and in the manner 
by this Act authorised : 

And whereas for the purposes aforesaid it is necessary to amend 
the Sanitary Act, 1866 : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
20 by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authoiity of the same, as follows] (that is to say,) 

1. The Public Works Loan Commissioners, as defined by the 
Public Works Loan Act, 1853, may, if they think fit, advance to 
26 the said town council of the city of Dubhn, upon the security of the 
rate or fund out of wliich expenses incurred by the said toAvn council 
as the sewer and nrdsance authority within the said city under the 
Sanitary Act, 1866, may be defrayed, any sum or sums of money not 
exceeding in the whole three hundred and fifty thousemd poitjids, to 
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be applied by tbe said town council in tbe execution of the works 
necessary for the purpose of purifying the said E-irer Tiffey and 
completing the main drainage of the said city of Dublin. 

2. The said town council of the city of Dublin shall apply all 
moneys raised under the authority of this Act in payment of the 5 
expenses incurred in the execution of the said works necessary for 
the purification of the Eiver Liffey and the completion of the said 
ma.in drainage of the said city of Dublin and incident thereto, and 
to or for no other purpose whatsoever. 

3. Notwithstanding anything in the Public Works Loan 'Act, 10 
1853, contained to the contrary, all moneys advanced \mder the 
authority of this Act shall be repaid in manner following ; (that is 

to say,) 

So long as any principal money or interest shall remain unpaid 
the said town council of the city of Dublin shall, in every year, 15 
from the date of each advance, pay to the said Public Works 
Loan Commissioners such annual sum as shall be equivalent to 
the sum of five j)er cent, per annum upon amount of such 
advance, and such annual sum shall be applied fii’st In payment 
of interest on the amount remaining mipaid in respect of such 20 
advance at the rate of per cent, per annum, and next 

in or towards disohai’ge of the principal of such advance : 

Every such annual sunr shall be paid in two equal half-yearly 
instalments, the fii'st of such instalments to be paid six months 
after the date of the advance in respect of which the same 25 
shall be payable. 

4. The expenses inciuTed by the said tomi council of the city of 
Dublin in canying this Act into effect, and in repaying all moneys 
advanced under the authority of the same, shall be deemed to be 
expenses .incurred by the said town council in carrying into effect 30 
the said Sanitaiy Act, 1866, and the Nuisance Removal Acts, and 
shall be paid out of the same rate or fund and in like manner in 
every respect. 

5. In case the said town council shall not pay any such half- 
yearly payment as aforesaid within thu'ty days after the same shall 35 
be due, the said Public Works Loan Commissioners may, in addition 

to any other remedies, enforce payment of the same by the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, and it shall be lawful for such receiver to apply 
to the Comf of Queen’s Eench in Ireland for a writ of mandamus 
to compel the said town council to make and cause to be levied 40 
such rate or rates as they arc authorised to make for the pm*poscs 
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of the Sanitary Act, 1866, and the Nuisances Hemoval Acts, of a.d. if(70. 

such amount as shall be siifhcient to make good any deficiency in 

the funds applicable to the payment of such interest, and so from 
time to time ; and the said court is hereby authorised, on cause 
5 duly shown, to order and du'ect such writ of manda:nus to issue, 
and if gud when the same shall be made peremptory, the town 
coimeil shall, and they are hereby authorised and required to make, 
or cause to be levied, such rate or rates of such amount, or as near 
thereto as may be, as shall be sufB.cient to pay the amount due, and 
10 the costs and expenses attending the recovery of the same. 
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
